It’s a dilemma. I’ve always loved book- 
shelf speakers. Their size makes them per- 
fect for any room. But, getting rich, full 
sound from them was always a compromise. 

You see, bookshelf speakers use the wall 
behind them as a bass-boosting reflective 
surface (it’s called acoustic coupling). 

So if I wanted good bass, I’d have to place 
my speakers flat against my wall. That 
boosted the bass response. But, my music 
ended up sounding like it came from two 
confined sources, rather than a sound stage. 

When I tried angling them in towards 
the center of my room the imaging and 
‘sweet spot’ improved dramatically. But, 
the low frequencies faded into thin air. 

Well, no more! Now there’s a bookshelf 
loudspeaker system that’s specifically de- 
signed to produce deep, thunderous bass 
AND tight, clean life-like imagery. 

It’s called the dbx® Soundfield II. And, 
frankly, I think you'll find these speakers 
sound better than many mammoth floor- 
standing systems. Here’s why.

It’s the true test of a speaker system—a 
side-by side comparison. Sound engineers 
call it an ‘A-B’ test. I’ve taken part in quite a 
few of them. They really are a lot of fun. 

Unfortunately, most of you DAKonians 
probably don’t often get the opportunity 
to experience a real ‘A-B’ test. 

Therefore, you haven't had a chance to 
hear the incredible difference between this 
dbx satellite/subwoofer system and the 
other more expensive (but, to my ears, not 
as good) systems. That’s the reason I’m set- 
ting up DAK’s ‘Speaker Challenge’.

tition-blasting sound quality of this dbx sys- 
tem for yourself, in your own listening room.

range composes 90% of the music you hear. 
So each dbx satellite speaker was painstak- 
ingly engineered with an ultra-efficient 
midrange driver and tweeter. 

The 4%” midrange driver is designed to 
effortlessly reproduce all the frequencies 
between 180Hz and 4,000Hz with stun- 
ning clarity and unmatched brilliance. 

Its secret is a special carbon filling. The 
filling effectively deadens and stiffens the 
driver’s cone. So distortion from ‘standing 
waves’ (undesirable audio signals caused 
by the flexing of the driver) is, for all practi- 
cal purposes, completely eliminated. 

So, possibly for the first time, you'll ex- 
perience the thrilling realism of truly 
distortion-free midrange from all your 
tapes, albums and CDs.
